To the Inhabitants of the Town of Hampstead in the 
County of Rockingham in said State, qualified to vote in 
Town Affairs. 

You are hereby notified to meet at the Town House} 
in said Hampstead on Tuesday, the Tenth day of March 
next, at ten of the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the 
following subjects: 


1. To choose all necessary town officers for the year 
ensuing. 


2. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary 
to defray town charges for the ensuing year, and make 
appropriation of the same. 


3. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate to keep the highways and bridges in repair 
and what method they will adopt to expend the same. 


4. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate to meet the expense of the public hbrary the 
ensuing year. 


5. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for the observance of Memorial day and what 
method they will adopt to expend the same. 


6. To see if the town will vote to authorize the se- 
lectmen to hire money for the use of the town. 


7. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
appropriate for the care of cemeteries the ensuing year. 


8. ‘To see if the town will vote to raise or hire the 
sum of forty-five hundred dollars and expend the same 
upon the highways in town in the following manner. 
Five hundred dollars upon the Stage road, so called begin- 
ning at the Atkinson town line; Five hundred dollars on 


the main road between the Plaistow and Sandown lines 
at the east end of the town; Five hundred dollars on main 
road between the railroad bridge at West Hampstead and 
Chester line; Three thousand dollars on the east road so 
called between the residence of C. W. Bailey and G. B. 
Chamberlain, and see what method the town will adopt 
to expend the same..

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the ‘School Board and Citizens of Hampstead, N. H.:— 

I have the honor to submit herewith my first annual 
report and the ‘ in the series of reports of the 
district superintendents. 

My duties were assumed in November and weekly 
visits to your town have been’ made., By frequent inspec- 
tion and careful observation I have sought to learn the 
exact condition of the schools, their general efficiency, 
the causes of retardation of waste of time, of lack of ad- 
justment of the pupil to his school work and to his grade, 
and also to the physical influences such as sanitation, 
ventilation, seating ,ighting and heating. I have sought 
to build upon the foundation laid by my predecessors; 
so, such changes as have been made are evolutionary and 
constructive rather than revolutionary and destructive 
in character. | 

The faulty attendance and the lack of punctuality 
have been foremost among the causes of loss and waste. 
Obviously they hinder the progress of the children in 
their studies, and they reduce the amount of the state 
aid. 

The school attendance laws were amended by the 
last General Court so as to require the daily presence of 
every boy and every girl between the ages of eight and 
sixteen, unless ill or unless he or she shall have completed 
the eight grades of elementary work before reaching the 
age of sixteen. Any school district at its annual school 
meeting may pass a by-law making this law binding upon 
parents who have children between the ages of six and 
sixteen. However, children between the ages of six and 
eight can be required to attend, when not ill, after they 
once entered upon school duties. It is urged that parents 
see that their children of six or more years commence 
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their school life at the opening of the fall term. In the 
coming year effective steps should be taken to secure reg- 


ular and prompt attendance of every boy and every girl 
of school age in the community. The recommendations 
of your superintendent in his last year’s report relative 
to the work of the truant officer merit a second perusal. 
It should be constantly kept in mind that the burden of 
responsibility rests upon the parents. 

To aid children so that they may receive the full 
benefit of the annual educational outlay for them, some 
move should be made to secure some form of medical 
inspection. Last year’s report urged that provision be 
made. As a means for stopping contagion, for relieving 
individual pupils of serious defects, and for conserving 
the health of the community, it has proven its worth in 
many towns and cities of Europe, of South America, and 
of our country. 

Blackboards have recently been purchased for No. 2 
and No. 3, and will soon be placed in position. They fill 
a’need that has been apparent for some time. The Snel- 
len charts with accompanying directions for testing the 
eyes and ears have ‘been furnished by the State Depart- 
ment of Public Instruction and have been placed in sev- 
eral rooms by the superintendent. Before the close of the 
school year, the teachers will have completed the tests 
and made reports to the board and to the parents of af- 
flicted children. 

In all the schools there should be basins and towels 
or tissue toweling which pupils could use. Many of our 
pupils do not go home noons and after eating and playing 
during the noon recess, hands are hardly in condition to 
perform neatly much of the school work. Besides, if the 
schools can foster habits of cleanliness in this way, they 
should be quick to do so. 

The appearance of the school yards could be greatly 
improved if the co-operation of teachers, pupils and citi- 
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zens could be enlisted. 
Reading courses are now in the process of making. 


The emphasis laid upon this subject by the superintend- 
ent in his last year’s report is worthy of emulation. 
Manuals and other devices have been given the teachers 
with the hope that a perceptible gain in efficiency may be 
seen before long. The expressional side of reading and 
language is being gradually improved by memorizing 
poetical selections, by oral reproduction, by story-telling 
and dramatization. It will be the aim of the superin- 
tendent to have the teachers on visiting ady observe care- 
fully the work in schools where the reading is recognized 
as superior. 

Perception cards and charts for use in arithmetic are 
now being prepared in accordance with the instructions 
of the superintendent. Practical mental work in arith- 
metic will be emphasized with due attention to speed and 
accuracy. The habits of mental indolence that grow with 
the common excessive and unnecessary use of pencil and 
paper can be in large measure overcome by these means. 

Definite steps have been taken to improve the teach- 
ing of penmanship in our school. The Palmer Business 
Penmanship manuals have been recently put into the 
hands of the pupils. This method, now in general use 
in our large cities and in most progressive communities, 
iS a muscular-arm movement and semi-slant system. It 
requires correct position of the body and permits of 
great rapidy and ease of execution. The teacher gives 
her undivided attention to teaching penmanship during 
periods alloted to this subject. The individual pupil is 
carefully watched, and individual instruction is given 
where necessary. The time has passed when we can place 
the copy-book in the pupil’s hands, leave him to his own 
method of execution, and expect good writing as a re- 
sult. 

The teaching of physiology was languishing from the

lack of proper text books. As in the case of language 
only pupils of the seventh and eighth grades require 
books. The defect is now being remedied. Hygiene, the: 
care of the health, sanitation, ventilation, the formation: 
of correct habits in early life, the effect cf bacteria are 
now well presented in best texts of the day. 

To teach patriotism and reverence for the fag, songs: 
and the flag salute ave parts of daily exercises it the 
elementary schools. 

In all their work the teachers are instructed to re- 
late their subject-matter to the occupations and the hfe 
of the community. The superiutendest has sought to ful- 
fil as completely as possible the State Program oi Studies 
for the Elementary Schools of New Hampshire. In the 
spring some effort will be made to do some of the voca- 
tional work, now sg rapid'y being taken up by the rural 
schools of our state. The education of hand and eye 
should accompany that of the intellect. This is but a 
return to some of the features of educational practise 
prominent in the time of our forefathers. A start can be 
made in sewing and hand-work without using any time 
devoted to what are commonly regarded as our essential 
branches. 

Wherever the teacher has had requisite training, mu- 
sic has been given a place in the weekly program. How- 
ever, to secure results a special instructor would be nec- 
essary. Some towns have engaged competent musical 
supervisors with most excellent results. 

Among the supremely important obligations and pow: 
ers of the School Board, there is none so vital as the elec- 
tion of teachers. There may be commodious buildings, 
adequately equipped, the best text-books, a sound course 
of study, skilful supervison; yet these advantages while 
very desirable will be of little avail, if there are not com- 
petent teachers to use them. After the children them- 
selves the whole soul of the school is the teacher, and the 
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board that uses all the means in its power to secure the 
services of the best teachers is most wisely serving the 


interests of the town. The salary scale should be flexible, 
graduated according to the proven worth of the teacher. 
The value of an excellent teacher’s continuous adminis- 
tration is beyond calculation. When a teacher has 
proved her value, the board should have at its command 
the means necessary to allow an increase of salary. So 
far as possible trained teachers should be employed, 
particularly in schools where the lower grades are rep- 
resented. 

The recommendation that chemical apparatus and 
supplies be purchased for the High School was put into 
effect at the subsequent district meeting. Without doubt 
the course in chemistry will become one of the best of- 
fered. The High School, as it was stated last year, ‘‘is 
fortunate in its teachers.’’ We should bend every effort 
to see that this institution gives to our young men and 
woman the best advantages the town can afford. 

Parents and townsmen should know more of the act- 
ual conditions and the most urgent needs of the schools. 
The schools are largely what the people make them. The 
home should supplement the work of the school room, 
at least should harmonize with it. Often, false ideas of 
the teachers’ most devoted endeavors in the pupil’s be- 
half arise from the lack of knowledge of present school 
programs and the wise scope of knowledge required. 
Meetings of parents, citizens and teachers should be held 
at intervals for the discussion of local problems and 
needs. The superintendent will be glad to meet the citi- 
zens, to give them such information as he can concerning 
educational policies elsewhere and to discuss the needs 
of the boys and the girls he has under his charge. 

In conelusion, I desire to express my hearty appre- 
ciation of the ready and efficient co-operation of the 
School Board, of the faithful and inspiring endeavors of 
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the teaching corps, and of the cordial welcome given me 
by the parents and the citizens whom I have met.
